THE MEMORIalL SERVICES. 


The Tributes Paid te the Dead by the Living at the 
Capitol. 

As we predicted on yesterday the specches 
at the memorial services of the late governor 
Stephens were exceptional in their excellence. 
it is doub: fal if memorial literature will fur- 
nish speeches more admirablein temper with 
the gccasion, more just to the subject that 
called them forth, or finer in thought and 
sentiment and diction than those which we 
print this -.morning. It is more 
than indelicate to make invidious 
distinctions, and indeed any opinion that 
might be offered would be but simply an ex- 
pression of personal taste to which the first 
man who read it might offer protest. Each 
of the speeches was a model in its way, and 
made up achapter of history that was no 
less entertaining on the day it was written 
than it will be valuable to Georgians for 
years tocome. Nota single speech dragged. 
No speaker took his seat but what the audi- 
ence wished he had talked longer, and THE

JUDGE MARTIN J. CRAWPORD’'S SPEECH. 
Senator Colquitt: I present to theaudience Judge 
Martin J. Crawford. 


Again is Georgia called to the house of mourn- 
ing. The reaper gots forth and one aiter another is 
barvested unto death. Omitting the carnival of 
blood from 1861 to 1855, how often have we been 
called since those dark days to grieve over our first 
and foremost men. 

We have stood and wept over the grave of the 
great Cobb, whose miguty brain and loving heart 
not oply commanded the »dmiration, but won the 
affection of all who fell within the range of t:eir in- 
fluence. Jo»nson, too, the grand old Georgian 
wlro:hed honor upon bis native state, has pusse 
away. Benning, tne incorruptible and able ju ge, 
the gallant leader of a brigade in Longstrecet’s 
bloody corps, and who followed the plume of that 
great captain for four long, weary years, he, too, 
has been called away, Chappell, one of the noblest 
and purest of his race, sleeps his last sleep in the 
Soil of the state he so long served and loved so wel). 
Stephens the younger, though he died in man- 
hood’s prime, has given himself an honored name 
a: d place with tue great judges who in the past 
gave such grandeur to the Geurgia bench. It was 
but yesterday that Warner, one of the most hono:ed 
of these upou Whom Georgia ever placed the ermine, 
fell asleep among you, a.d upon that great judge 
we shall never look again. 

Of course I need nut remind this people that the 
evide ces of Georgia’s griefand the republic’s sor- 
row, have scarcely disappeared over the new-made 
grave of our laie honored and distiuguished .sen- 
ator, Benjamin Harvey Hill. 

Whilst your sorrow for him still lingers, and there 
is yetugjlent sadness in «ll hearts over his un- 
timely death,, yet we know that time and pressing 
events will gradually beal this wound in your 
bieasts.. But we can’t forget that there is one wid- 
owed heart, which will continue to bleed and suf 
fer while memory lasts,and no respouse can ever 
come, to the names of husband and father from his 
last resting place on yonder hill. 

And now again are we surrounded with new evi- 
dences of mourning. After the midnight watch of 
Saturday Jast had marked the time, aud when this 
mighty city of struggling life aud unceasing activ- 
ity had been hushed inwo silence, and just before 
the 

‘*Morn, waked by the circling hours, 

With -rosy hands, unbarred the gates of light’’ 
the heart of anothergreat Georgian ceased its weary 
throbbings, and the sspirit winged its way to 
ats eternal home to join the mother, whose image 
was ever present with him during his long and 
eventiul life. The death of Governor Stephens was 
no surprise to hm, he had grappled with it 
a thousand times befor’, and never feared to face 
its grim presence, becuuss he had lived for death as 
well as life, 

U pou one occasion he said to me: ‘How singular 
itis th: ¢ al] the important events of my life ciuster 
about theanniversary. fimy birth;’’ "twasupon tae 
aay tuat hewas crosen vice-president of the con- 
federaie¢ states... And he further said that “li would 
not surprise meif my death shal! come about that 
period of ume.’’ Andsvuitdid. about a fortnight 
only had he passed beyond that day. 

Butit isuotof his public iifeto which I would in- 
Vite your thoughts, My knowledge.of him wént 
into his private chamber, where the statesman and 
orator vere laid uside, and his mind 
aud thought were thrown. wide open to my view. 
I’ was there and there only that the man’s great 
heart was seen and feitand known. Often has he 
recounted to me the stury of his early strnggie, his 
ambition, his hopes and his success. He knew that 
the true measure of a man was what he made him- 


self, by the sids that p.ovideuce and religion be- 
stowed upon him; thistruth be realized—and saw 
thatcirciumstances were but plastic elements for 
human will to mould into immortal form. Know- 
ing this the chart of life which he chose to guide 
him to a blignt munphood may thus bestated: 


‘Put out thy talents to their use, 
Lay nothin by to rust; 

Give vulgar ignorance thy scorn, 
And innocence thy trust. 

‘Rise to thy proper p'ace in life, 
Trample upon sin; 

But still the gentle hand held out 
To he!tp the wanderer in. 

‘‘so live in faith and noble deed, 
Till earth returns to earth— 

So live that nen may mark the time 
That gaye such mortal birth.’’ 


How faithfully and how well has he kept along this 
line of lif’. His whole time has been employed in 
using his talents for the good of his country and his 
race—uothing has he laid aside torust. For nearly 
a half century he has been a man ef constant and 
upremitting labor; it gave him fame and gave him 
money--ibe former he has left to his counrry, but 
the latter, where has ali that gone? The answer 
migi t well be made by thousands who have shared 
with him the money which he made. He gave 
ihem shelter, food and raiment, when there was 
no other hend to help. And again to-: ight an 
answer comes from more than a hundred ot those 
whose minds bsve been stored with useful knowl 

edge by bis timely aid. He administered his estate 
himself. and his heirs may be fouud everywhere 
aiong his path ef life. 

Has be nutalso risen to his proper place in life? 
Look at his successful professional career—his bri}- 
liant legislative service—these alone would be sut- 
ficient to stamp him oneof earth’s brightest mix ds. 
Butthese were only the first steps to that greatness 
which nearly forty years of congressional lifeadded 
to his intellectual stature. He stood there 
as he did everywhere, the peer of the brightest and 
the best. He wus the prideof his parry and the 
state. He was the Mr. stevhens, of Georgia, who 
was the great objcct of attraction and admuration to 
all who visited tne national cwpital. He had more 
friendsaud fewer enemies than any great leader 
ever had. Hisopinions were sought after because 
his judgment was sv unerring. During his long 
period of public service nota breath of suspicion 
ever rested upon hisfair bame. Honestand earnest 
in his convictions, he lebored for their success— 
never denying to uthers the right which he claimed 
for hinnself, to think and act as to him seemed best. 
Whatever may have been the differences of opinion 
between himself and others his loyalty to truth and 
right was never questioned. 

True again to his chart of life, he has so lived in 
faith and noble deed that men have marked the 
time that gave him birth. Taking his life from its 
becinning to its end, who can say that it was possi- 
ble for any one to have done more for his country 
and pis race than he has done. It has been one of 
toil and pain, aud most of his hardest years of labor 
he bas done when bis bed and roller ehair were his 
indispensable and only help. Yet wboof all his 
friends can say that they ever heard one murmur 
escape his lips because of his afflictions. 

When we have looked at his delicate form in 
life, and listened to his words of wisdom in 
eanverratiosn or in speech, we econld. but 
exelaim what a wonderful man is this! Feeble 
‘hough be was, he has given his life to labor, 
not so much for himself as for others, and but re- 
cently, findivg his means too limited to meet the 
demands upon his charity,even after meagerly 
supplying his own wants, his regret was not so 
much for himself, as it was for those whom he 
could not help. Buthis work isdone his labor is 
ended, and he is to be buried out of Our sight for- 
ever. Nomore again shall we ever see that bright 
and pierceing eye—that pallid and wasted form. 


That free heart willthrob uo more in sympathy 
with other. suffering hearts; that hand 
opened so often 10 almsis shut forever. But it is 


pleasant to remember that he lived out man’s allot 
ted time, and passed to his final rest witha patn- 
less death.

GENERAL TOOMBS. 
Senator Colquitt arose and simply said, **General 
Toombs :"’ 
General Toombs stood sobbing fog fully five 
minutes before he would proceed. For over 20 min- 
utes, his'emotions were so greai that he was almost 
unintelligible. He then nerved up and said: 


Fellow Citizens: I come to mingle my tears with 
all the men and womeu.and even children of 
Georgia, not to makean eulogy. His acts are writ- 
ten iu letters of gold. From the accidents of life, 
from the contiguity of our places, natives of the 
same county, ions mags ry $5, tastes and pursuits 
of life, more of my life been spent in the 
resence and close coutact with our ilustrices 
riend than with that of any other man that is 
luviug or dead, from my infancy to manhood, In 
fact, his whole lite was an open book. He was 
more the child’ of his cuuntry than 
auy man that ever breathed. With 
early disadvantages toa degree and extent that 
seemed w forbid absolutely forbid by the hand of

university of Georgia; 
all of her honors, 
and friends, without jealousy, and with a store of 
knowledge that was fit forthe great events for 
which God intended him. When he came out of 
college he went to the vocation of his father—a 
teacher—a trainer of youth, both from necessity and 
of his condition, as well as his known foudness for 
learning. He may have been im roving his wel 
stored mind when he was imparting his knowledge 
to the youth of the country. When he was able to 
come before men he was admitted to the bar in his 
24th year. Under one of the most illustrious of 
Georgia’s sons, who was then presiding at the lest 
court he ever held in the county of Taliaferro, 
the Hon. William H. Crawford, the name and syn- 
onym of jall that was great and honest, and true, 
and patriotic, who himself died like my illustrious 
friend, on the path of duty, going from home to 
one Of his courts on the circuit, his very advent to 
the bar wasasuccess. They knew his talents, they 
knew his virtues, and he was a leaderalmost from 
his entrance into life, and it was no small! distinct- 
ion t be a leader among such men. Among the 
leaders of the bar of the northern circuit, in which 
he was born, in those days you find the name of 
0 our distinguished — more than 
distinguished — one 0 the greatest 
men and best citizens, Chief Justice Lumpkin. Mr. 
Cove, one of the most distinguished of all the law- 
yers that ever appeared at the bar in Georgia, Judge 
Longstreet, and among them some youngermen, 
pearer his own age, whose future promise was 
then foreseen by the pub ic—nuames which their 
lives have shown were worthy of his glittering steel 
and his magnificent genius and character. 
But upou his retirement from college those who 
knew his virtures and bis character were earnest in 
their desires that he should take the sacred des«, 
He said God had not called him. He 
took his mission from the voice of God 
“Conscience ’’ He,always determined, from his era- 
die, to live for his country, His maxim from 
early life was adopting the language of 
the immortal patriot who gave his blood 
for his, and mine, and your ancestors, that there 
wag nosubject worthy of the human intellect but 
the Well government of thie human race. THere 
was the field to which he was called—the well gov- 
erpment of the human race. It was the sheet an- 
ebérof liberty and union. God was his ideal, the 
sbeetanchor of human virtue, of human happi- 
ness,and of all that was worth living for in tuis 
life. There was a wide field of usefulness. 
lis daily life wasasermon. Every actat the bar, 
every act in the courthouse preached a sermon 
thet struck deep in the hearts of all that knew bim, 
fie had not been two years at the bar until they 
said, **The public need you;’’ and they sent him 
to the legislature, and there was spent the greater 
portion of his life. Heneeds no eulogy from me. 
It je written in letter: of gold and of light, all over 
this country, and loved and honored aud admired

He had 
no enemies, A° man could not be his 
enemy, for he could not reciprocate 


Wherever civil:zation extended his 
name was known, early in his life, and respected 
where his private character was known, and loved 
by his fellowmen. Nobody can recourt his virtues. 
His was one of the few immortal names that were 
not born to die. Death had no victory, the grave 
waa cheated of her rights, as claimed. There was 
nothing, and when he passed from this life to hap- 
pler regions there was no ki: gof terrersgua ding 
ihe portal of his exit to a better world. It was no 
t rrortohim; he was notthere. He gently ceased 
te. breath. When he went into public 
lite he entered it in the most 
eventful period of the world’s history. It seemed 
as ii the Creator, about that period, had determined 
to Open all the portals of knowledge to man, and it 
so happened that his very entrance into public life 
was distinguished by oue of the greatest events that 
had happened in this or any other generation. Our 
system of improvements had been conceived by 
Wisdom. it was incomplete. Our two great cor- 
poritions, Me Central aud Georgia railroads, had 
organized, but there was one link missing. The 
savages had ceased to occupy any portion ef our 
terriwry. in the year !855 the territory of Min 

uesota gave tO Georgia the supreme, actual 
domination over every inch of soil witbin her gio 

riotislimits. ut the great truuk was under debate 
when, in 1536, he entered the legislature of Geor- 
gin; with no experience, as men thought, in prae- 
tical legisiatiou, but with his mind so weli sored 
with kuowledge that he was ready for every duty. 
itis speech in tavor of the state appropriation was 
remembered by ail his cotemporaries. There were 
tow hie inhabitants, or very few. They had just 
cVmmenced 10 tke the places of the savage men. 
That it Was necessary to act, he saw in an instant, 


with nothing of what men Cal! experience 
iu this great question. There was 
not a mile of railroad in the = state 


of Georgia. it could not move without this neces- 
sauryvadjunct. it was necessary to connect, first, 
with the waters of the west,with the Tennessee and 
then with the Mississippi,and then with the bound- 
less Pacific, known in ihe charter of Georgia asthe 
Great South sea. That memorable bill was passed; 
that moment of life’s energy and enterprise an- 
nounced success. All his lite was devoted to his 
country, to his siate, to mankind. The next great 
eventin his life was when he was. elected: to con- 
gressin 1543. We had already made light our por 
trait painter, and the quesiion came up of 
makingligiting ournews carrier. Professor Morse, 
nimself a poetand painter, but whose penton had 
expauded at the discovery of Franklin, he was not 
able to carry out the greatinvention. With the aid 
of congress, Which Mr. Stephens intuitively saw— 
whiie he was not a professor of science,he was prac 
tically the most scientific manieverknew any- 
where, from the valley to the seas—the appropria- 
tion. was made. In the nextyearhe saw the first 
megtsage that wus ever carried, announcing to Silas 
Wright that he was elected vice president under Mr. 
Poik,which he declined. I chanced to be in Wash- 
ington at the time. Not #s a member of con- 
gress, for he entered the legislature 
u term before I did, and he entered congress a term 
before | did, although 1 Wash ssenior. Having al- 
mady made Hght our portrait painter, by tne 
blessing of God, which shed innumerable blessings 
througnout the world, then «e accomplished, by his 
aid, by his far seeing sagacity, in a question that 
Was greatly disputed, and one which some of the 
greatest scien lists Opposed—the possibility of carry- 
ug News beyund the vcean; and to-d.y itis worth 
the while of any of us to note thatthe very utter- 
ances lam making can be instantaneously lanced 


in Hong Kong. Mhere is nothing more 
to accomplish in _ that _§iine.

and #s he breathed his last breath above 50 000,000 of 
the most enierprising. euergetic people on the face 
of the earth, as his {cellow citizens. Then with the 
past improvements, take our transportation, anda 
model w day of the best means of transportation, 
the best cars and engines made to-day, and there is 
not a vestige connected with the whole subject, but 
what has been improved a huudred fold uxrder bis 
services, thus addiug toour comfort aud happiness, 
kverytning that enters into production, everything 
that produces, is carried with a rapidity before un- 
known in the history o1 the world, to 
the uttermost parts of the earth. [he brotherheod 
of mankind is established by the blessing of Al 
mighty God in this last halfcentury. Fortunately 
for nose who chane¢e to ve boru in this age, I kKuow 
not where it will end, and cannot conceive wat 
morecan be done. It seems that our kind Father 
determined to unlock all his secrets that will beie- 
fittne human race. it would be impossible even 
for me, With my special kuowledge, to recount We 
great events ot his life, because he did nothing tiat 


was not either good and grear, and 
« fien blended together. Modest, gen- 
tle, refined, with a heart big enough 


io control, w take in, all homan wants and all liu 

manu woes. His whole life was spentin the prac.ice 
of virtue, the pursuit of truth. the worship of God, 
and dving good to mankind. Take him as you 
please, aud oue of the greatest te-ts of the real gran- 
deur of bis cheracter is fuundin his eventful life. 
He was not aiways successful: @ man of ko sterh- 
ness, but of « will that dared .o do nght, to follow 
his couvictions, even in spite of his coustituents; 
calmiy etydjsing, workivg out, What was best for 
the humal miud, The worid was nut equal to him; 
tho worid was not worthy of him. Soumctimes, 
in very important political questions, Mr. Stephens 
aiffered frym the people of Georgia and the United 
Siates, bul he pursued the even tenor of bis way, 
toleraut of all aifferences, bearing malice to none, 
guod willtoall, When =e Foo had risen to his 
elevated standard, or differed from him, notalle ike 
he was to look into the far future, when his Coustitu- 
euts whom he hd served through life, when Geor- 
gin even differed from him, gracefully he bowed like 
adutifalson toagracious father. 

i willgive you oue or two of the few of those 
great incidents. Upon one great occasion he was 
defeated. He was sent from Taliaferro to the 
secessiou convention. The conveniion differed 
from him. There was not a firmer member of that 
couvention for the rights oi the states than Mr. 
siephens, ana if he dia nothing else in the world of 
the kiud inaukine owes him «a debt that can bever 
be paid, His book upon tbat subject is already @ 
tex. forall maukind.

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Well, of course, the extremest of the extremes were 
there, many of them. His 
presented among these men, and many 
of that convention were new men. That conven- 
tion unanimously elected him to the second offic’ 
in the gift of the -outhern Confederacy. He accept- 
ed all with good grace. He was never chagrined, 
never for a moment—having but one guiding star, 
and that is, ‘‘my country! mycountuy!"’ He went 
there, served his time under di advantages which 
would be unbecoming in me to allude to at this 
time; served to the last hour, to the last throes of 
the republic of the south There was no condition 
which could bring him tw despair of the republic. 
Agair, when he was Jefeated in these hall- by 
an illustrious citizen of Georgia, it was 
merely a difference between men. What did hedo? 
The convention of the 8th district had already selec- 
ted its delegates. He was out of the race. All of 
them were pledged to the four or five gentlemen 
aspiring to the place which heheld My illustrious 
friend whose popularity was unbounded, and whose 
merits searcely less limited, the peer of anybody 

the very next day, without even his knowledge or 
consent, some of his friends announced that he 
would stand for the 8th district He ssid thet noth- 
ing could induce him to come in conflict with the 
many friends who were then aspiring 
for the sition. Not a man 
would present himself,as you know, to the &th 
district for anv office, that was not his friend. He 
was too great for defeatto crush. He was too great 
even. when the potential voice of the country spoke, 
It did not move him oneinch. Some of his friends 
suggested to him “announce yourself before the 
convention.’’ I thing there were seven candidates, 
highly respectable leaders of his old d strict. Be- 
fore the sun had set he had not a competitor, and 
he went back into his old plac’ in the congress of 
the United States without a competi- 
tor. Never disheartened by what seemed to be 
failures—always for country, in office or out of it 

He once said to me, “I have a mission I have been 

trying to do for years. I want to write a history of 
the times I wish to defend the principles upon 
which Georgia justified her sight to withdraw from 
her sister states.’’ And yet he could not do it then, 
for he was carried right intoit. I know that that 
book—one-half of the writing was made on a sick 
and dying bed, and when he signed the last page 
he said, *‘ { thank God that I have lived to complete 
this work; my life is ended.’’ He was in God's 
hands He hed worked for him while weak, 
sickly, attenuaged, not looking fora day of life; 
the child of the public, child of the couutry. Yes, 
the child of humanity,in my lovg acquaintance 
with him, Inver knew any man so unfortunate, 
even so wicked, thatcould put himself out of the 
pale of bissympathy and aid. He seemed to imi- 
tate, and 1 say it with great reverence, the Savior 
of the buman race. He seemed to follow His illus- 
trious example, when His apostle and predece: sor 
sent Him word, ‘“‘Are you the Mrssish, or 
shall He yet come?’ He sent- back a mes- 
senger who had witnessed His miracles. He saw 
the dead raised. He saw the dumb 
speak. He said, “Tell John this is a final test, that 
he should know the Messiah.’’ He said, “Tell 
them the gospel is preached to the poor.”’. His 
whule life was devoted to instructing, to feeding, 
and clothing the poor, without regard to country 
or sex, orecreed. Even the personal vice-, that his 
own purity never could restrain,were not ex epted 
from the charities of his heart and purse. Very, 
very few public men have lived, or it seems can 
live not immediately under the seeming condem- 
nation of his country.

There are. mavy more illustrations I 
conld give you, but it is unnecessary. 
He was too great for defeat. The country 


could not spare hrm. There were casual differ 
ences. We had differences of opinion, but never, 
never, one pang of discord. I had occasion to fol- 
low my own dictates, but | never did dilfer from 
him withourdoubt. He was not what you calla 
stubborn man. When he ciffered from his friends 
in any private or public matters, he sought to find 
grounds for his action. He left no pang behind, 
but was a brave, true and patriotic man. | remem- 
ber after the fall of the confederacy | to'd him of 
my opportufiities and arrangements for going ont 
of tae country, and I urged him to do like 
wite. ‘‘No,”’ suid he, “Ll am old, weakerin years, 
and bodily infirmitics of all sorts 
but,”’ says he, ‘‘I have done my duty to God and 
my country. I am ready for any trial which the 
public enemy shall assign tome.’’ fle was putin 
prison, suffering inany of the indignities that such 
an estate would produce anywhere, but with the 
temper of a stern, bloody and determined civil war 
that brings these thingsin its evil train. He looked 
itcalmiy in the face. He viewed.them not with 
trepidation. He viewed them not With anger, but 
he marched to tha prison as he did to the grave, 
saying: ‘‘l um ready to stand for trial whenever 


they order me.’ This marked him to be 
a man; every one of these events 
Neither chagrined by treachery nor 


disheartened by desertion nur sensible to resent- 
ment, the great sou! looked upon his country with 
love and atfection, and bis last breath wasin her 
cause, ‘She question io his long, glorious and use- 
ful life was so perfect that | know not where to be- 
gin or where to end, except iu justice te you and to 
tne audience; and it is unnecessary,for I say every 
act of his lifeis stamped with immortality. It is 
stamped upon the Prearts of the thousands of weep- 
ing people of Georgia; upon his serrowing country- 
men throughoutthe bounds of his couutry, from 


the Atlantie to the Pacilic; all look 
with love and admiration, and miugle 
their sorrows with the people uf Georgia. Looking 


throu<h his whole life, take any point you want of 
that glorious existence, and it Compares with the 
Roman senate. When one.of her greatest and best 
generals had lost a great battle, and Rome was 
trembling almostunder the sword of the barbarian, 
her legions broken a d scattered, shivering in the 
balance, Rome itself, afier ceuturies of trinmph 
throughout the world, being defeated almost under 
her own walls, what did she do’ She voted this, 
the thanks of the senate: ‘‘We have not despaired 
of the republic.” In every crisis of this 
country in defeat, in the worst defeats 
and greatest dangers, the hearts of the natlon—even 
of his uppouents—could not help butadmire the 
man that ‘never despaired of the repuolie’’ or 
numan liberty. He went right back among the 
broken altars and overturned principles, aud re-es- 
tavlixhed and reasserted them with a firm faith 
undying. His idea was that there was life in the 
old land yet; that truth is immortal and cannot 
die. With that unbounded faith and confidence, 
having devoted his whole lie, irrespective of the 
passing events, to humanity, to that great cause 
of truth, God and his country, he met the great- 
est misfortune with a still higher end devoted 
patriotism. He strengthened his fame. His great 
heart rose with a pauon’s calamity, and he died 
ths for his country. These outlines mark his 
character. You all know them; hence throughout 
this broad land every heart is in mourning. 
Throughout the wide ex:ent of this country he had 
opponents, but not an enemy. He was not the 
enemy of the north. Of course, his first sentiments 
were los his own native land. He was not an enemy 
of the wicked, or the bad, but his heart was brvad 


enough to cover every human beings’ mis 
fortuue and sorrow. Trusting in the truth, 
in his final triumph, bis last work, 
his history of the United States, 


is his monument. His very last effort, almos: dy- 
ing (domestic @filiction prevented me from com- 
ing), was his speech in Savannah, which no man 
Cap read without being wiser and better. He made 
this grand common wealth prouder, and prouder, of 
her small beginning, and the noble purposes with 
which this colony was ushered into existeuce by oue 
of the most illustrious of all men that ever livea— 
Genera. Oglethorpe. A mau who refused to draw 
his sword w command armies against the colonies. 
The author of the colonies that were buildisg tor 
humanity; that were for the benefit of the puor, 
where they could. go and live, and I thauk God 
that he illustrated the history of Georgia. I am 
proud of the humility of her early orixio. | am 
proud of the grea: aud good meu who planted it. 
It was plauted in the cause of God and numauity, 
and willstand till Heaven's last thunder shakes the 
earth below.

PAULDING COUNTY. 


The Past Present and Future ofite Present Connty 
Town, Dallas. 

From the Paulding County, Ga., News. 

Paulding county once included all that 
territory west of us, now Polk county, anda 
part of Haralson, with her county site Van- 
wert. We have not access tothe records that 
would show us about wiat time the original 
surveys were made, norisit especially rele- 
vant to the matter we now wish to consider, 
suffice it to say the county was named in hon- 
or of Paulding, and the county site, Vanwert, 
in-honor of Vanwert, 2 of the ti:ree captors, 
New York militia, that arrested and deliver- 
ed the distinguished Major Andre to the au- 
thorities, who our readers will remmember con 
fessed, was tried, convicted and hungasa 
British spy during the revolutionary war. 

The county was settled up by the hardy 
sons of toil. whorapidly camein from the 
more populous eastern counties and states, 
here to find a virgin soil almost uuequalled 
in point of fertility, anda climate as salub- 
rious as any portion of the Blue Ridge region. 
Thegreut influx ofsettlers necessitated the 
formation ofanew county, aud about the 
year 1851 the Polk county and, part of Har- 
alison county sections were lopped off, and 
then-old Pauiding had to cast about for a new 
capital. Mr. Garrett H. Soinks, who_ hed re- 
cently moved here from overon Raccoon 
creek, donated forty acres of his land (reserv- 
wusestablished about the year ’54 or ‘55. 
Hiram Whitworth was at that time represen- 
ative of this peopte in the legislature of Geor- 
gia, and no doubt be was instrumental in hay. 
ing Dallas incorporated. Garrett H. Spinks 
was next chosen representative for the session 
f'°55 and ’56, and avaih ‘75 ’76. 

Many of theold settlers are still in the 
coun y, in the enjoyment of good health and 
all the bles-ings of-a merciful ‘providence, 
and according tothe laws of health, they 
stand among us to-day monumenis of the 
good old days of *‘Lang Syue”’ ween men lov- 
ed purity of lite and rgularity of habits, 
more than in these more modern times. 

Here were the Adairs, the Braswelis, the 
Bones, the Baxters, the Danagans, the Den- 


Hogans’s, the Hollands, the 
Hullises, the Harrisons, the Johnsons, the 
Jacksons, the Pooles, the Robinsons, (Uncle 
Chariey), andon down to the fvotof the 
alphabet. Some are stillon “this side of the 
river,’ others have passed over, but there 
sciuns are with us, fair specimens of an hon- 
est, inteliigent and indusirious people. The 
eourt house and jail were built in the year 
53, and tor some offense the authorities lock- 
party one night, and not 
long after his release the jai: was- burned 
duwn,though it was never known whether 
the late prisoner had anything to do with it. 
Our clever townsman, ex sheriff Henry Bras- 
well, was first marshal. Like most new 
towns Dallas passed through the deal of 
crime and trial and afiliction Not attaining 
such proportions as at first antic:pated by her 
citizens, they, as is sometimes the case, lost 
interestin tbe municipality, and failing to 
hold their regular elections, abuut the year 
58 or '5Y the town died a natural death to all 
intents and purjoses. The population was 
then about 150 or 200 persons, all told. We 
do not give the exact figures in any particular, 
either of the pastor present, asthe census 
records are not at hand, but these figures are 
from the oldest inhabitants recollections. 
Dallas moved alongin the even tenor of her 
way, until the nexigreat and startling event 
was about to transpire, viz: the building of a 
raiiraad through here. Thenit wes she just 
gotup and shook herself, out generalled the 
New Hopepeople al ngthe other survey of 
the new road, got it tocome this way, buy her 
lands, builda large and ornamental depot, 
and other buildings, and then she began to 
throw out her grappling hooks into the other 
parts of the country and pull them in until 
irom a population in 18381 of 250, she. now 
Claims 70U and over, andstill insatiate she 
cries for more. by a technicality, as the law- 
yers would say, she failed of a new charter 
from the last legisiature, but expects to have 
one in July next, 

We have much of the best material in Geor- 
gia for building apand maintaining a town, 
and we are goingon from. town WwW city, as 
sue as the sun rises ‘1 all his glory and splen-

dor. The march of progress is sure, and the 
sound of the footstep will long be heard 


adown the corridors of time. Formerly one 
hundred bales of cotton was the extent of 
Dallas's cotton purchases, but this last season 
over two thousand bales have been shipped 
from here, and the next season 10,000 will not 
be an over estimate. 

We have now about thirty different kinds 
of business enterprises, including mercantile, 
manulacturing, etc., A radius of about 10 
miles in every direction, except toward 
Powder Springs, and about eight miles that 
way, to sustain the town, with amplechurch, 
school and trade facilities, and now we invite 
everybody to come to Dallas, that we may 
have a greater diversity of industries and 
trades, Our people are charactesized fo: hon- 
esty industry and intelligence, and they will 
pay their debts, so whatis there to stop the 
car Of progress? 

In this brief sketch we could not 
larizeaiimen and eventsas we desired, for 
want of space and time, nor were we able to 
intersperse it with any ofthe rich ancedotes 
of the early settlers, but we are here now, f{ul- 
ly identified with the other enterprises’ of 
Dallas, and from time to time we may recur 
to former times and usages, and we shall ever 
i008 aller the interests of old Paulding and 
her people,

The tame v3 of thechildren managed to get out, 
but the eldest wasso tadly frightened it could not 
get out and was burned to death. Its father saw it 
near the window and, reaching in, lifted it out, but 
it was alreedy dead. He was severely burned in 
geliting it out. Nothing was saved from the fire, 
but everything he had was destroyed. 

The Barnesville Gazette’s Stewartville correspond- 
ent gives the following account of the killing of Jer- 
ry Collier by J, Q. A. Barrow: 

The coroner’s jury was composed of J. W. Powell, 
foreman; J. T. Lowe, T. Z. Jones, W.H Graham, J. 
L, Allen and C, O. Canifax. After hearing the evi- 
dence the jury rendered this verdict: ‘That the de 
cased, Jerry Collier, colored, met his death from 
twopi tolsbot wounds Onein the mouth, theoth- 
erin the back, fired by the hand of John Quincy A. 
Barrow.’’ Now to the origin of the difficulty, It 
appears thatold man Barrow had ertered into a cou- 
tract with Jerry Collie: to runacrop, Mr. Barrow to 
furnish the landund stock and Jer yand his family 
to do the work.. Jerry refused to carry out the con- 
tractand Mr. Bariow wished to get ridof him.’ He 
repeatedly reminded Jerry that be was false to his 
coutract, and at one time Jerry picked upa rock and 


told Mr. jarrow that he di n’t° want 
any more of his jaw; that he 
didn’t alow any d—m poor white trash to talk to 


him ano order him. Mr. Barrow put his hand in 
his pocket as for his knife and told Jerry if he threw 
that rock that he would cut Aim open. Jerry put 
down the rock and told Mr. Barrow that he would 
leave at dinner give up the house that he might 
putin more hands. This sati-fied Mr, Barrow, but 
Jerry did not leave, and still remained in the house 
but done no work for Mr. Barrow. Mr. Barrow 
went again an‘ again to him to vacate his premises 
that he might have room for more ten- 
ants. Jerry still refused and cursed and 
abused and threatened violence to the od man. 
Mr. Barrow then went to Justice J. T. Lowe to get a 
warrant, but not findinghim he went home. He 
then went to Mr. Bill Eliot's to hunt some hands: 
being near hisson John, he went to see him and 
told him how Jerry had abused him and that he 
could not get Jerry out of bis house; he then left 
and went backhome. That evenine his son John 
came to his house and both went to Jerry's house to 


see if they could not induce ,him to leave, When 
they got there Jerry came out with his ax 
and commeuced cursing and and abusing them 


as being roorwhie trash and that’ he would not 
be ord: red by them and that if they came ‘any 
nearer he would eplit them open with bis ax. He 
Starieé to su t his words by action, and as he did so 
he received « shotin the mouth, wheeled for some 
CAUR A received another in the back; he then 
ran and fell dead. This is the statement of old 
man Barrow, the only witness that saw it. The 
negro was said to be a notorious bed character and 
I have no right to dispute the testimony ef old man 
Barrow.

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BROWN AND THF CAMPAIGN, 


What Senator Brown’s Posliion Will be in the 


Pendiag Canvass. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called to see Senator 
Brown yesterday on the subject of the gubernato- 
rial election, with a view of ascertaining his posi- 
tion and his preference in the matter. After 
expressing his deep sorrow at the death of bis 
almost life-long friend, Goyernor Stephens, for 
whom he had the greatest love and venera 
tion, Senator Brown siated that he had no inten- 
tion of interfering in any way in the nomination 
of a candidate for Governor Stephens’s successor. 
Hie said that he regretied to see the prospect of a 
heated scramble by a number of aspirants for the 
position, asithad been but ashort time since the 
excited campaign of last fall. 

“l understand you, senator, to say that you do 
not expect to take any active part in the selection 
of acandidate for the nomination?’ 


“Yes, sir; that is just what I intended 
to gay. All that I desire is 
that an able, worthy and true democrat be 


nominated,a man who has the confidence of the 
democracy and of the people, and who will be able 
to harmonize the conflicting elements, lf there be 
such, in the democratic ranks.’’ 

“How is it that you took so active a partin the 
two last campaigns, and do not intend to attempt te 
control anythiug in the present?’ 

“J was placed in a condition in each of the two 
last campaigus where I felt it my duty to take the 


course | pursued. A bitter assault had been 
made upon Governor Colquitt for appointing 
me to the senate, and upon me for sup- 


porting Gevernor Colquitt. And I felt under the 
cipcumstances that there was nothing left for me to 
do when I was assailed by a strong opposition but 
to bring into the field any strength I might be able 
to influence to prevent the assaults frum being suc- 
cessful. Butin each case I regretted what seemed 
to tend to division in the democratic party.”

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WiIGGINS’S MARCH STORM. 


What Feafuring Men in New York Think of the 
Profcasor’sa Predictions. 

NEW YorRK, March’.—An old pilot said to-day, 
in regard to Wiggins’s predicted storm for March, 
that ‘‘'the course of the Gloucester fishermen will 
exert more influence upon the sailors than Wig 
gins’s prediction itself. Not many of the sailors 
have ever heard of Wiggins before, but they have 
all heard of the Glouces‘er fishermen, and when 
Gloucester fishermen won’t go to sea, a good many 
sailors are ap to make up their minds that 
the shore is a good place to stick to. Our cook has 
been with us six years. When he came up this 
morning he said be guessed he wouldn’t go out 
again.

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TO THE GRAVE. 


A View of the Cortege as it Passed Through the 
Streets to Oakland Oemetery. 

After’ the impressive ceremonies at the capitol 
the great crowd of people poured out on the living 
sea below, and the grandest filneral march ever 
seen in Georgia was begun. The work of arranging 
the line was one of great difliculty, but under the 
maragement of Captain Harry Jackson and Captain 
Milledge. the immense concourse of citizens and 
military were easily put in position. Under the 
solemn in:piration of the ‘‘Dead March,’’ from a 
dozen brass bands, the great procession began its 
mournful pilgrimage. 

Never until that hour was there any adequate 
conception of the immense concourse of peeple 
gathered in Atlanta to pay the last tribute to the 
mortal remains ef the immortal Georgian. Look- 
ing down from the capitol there were in the wide 
expanse of Marietta street and the square at thein- 
tersection of Peachtree, Line and Decatur at least 
ten thousand But after. the procession 
turned down Broad street and tiled past THe Con- 
STITUTION oflice the crowd seemed fully as great 
Sidewalks were packed, and the funeral cortege 
wound its way ,»in the street amid a 
throng that respectfully yeilded it space with un- 
covered heads. For two hours the street cars aud 
every variety of vehicle had been pouring people 
to Oakland cemetery. Many persons supposed the 
funera] march would be down Decatur street in a 
direct line to the cemetery, and that street was full

Passing Gown Broad amid the mass of people of

the first time in its history was literally filled with 
people,and not with Atlauta people aloae, but 
with men and women from every city 
and almost every town and hamiet in 
the state. The head of the procession was almost 
to the cemetery before the last of it had left the 
capitol. Many of the civil and military delegations 
were marching eight ebreast, and very 
close together, but even then there was 4 line of 
two miles moving toward the open tomb, where 
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glready a multitade awaited there arrival. They 
had been gathering in the broad avenues and the 
narrow ways of Oakiand ceme'ery for three hours, 
Save when the women beer flowers to freshen the 


vault where it was known the remains were to be 
placed. The vault was erected by the Cotting family 
to receive the remains of David G. Cotting, who 
wass cretary of state under Governor Bullock, He 
was the father of Mrs. J. F. Burke, wife of Colonel 
J. F. Burke, of Governor Stephene’s staff. On the 
brow of the vault res'ed beautiful floral ornaments. 
The coat of arms of Georgia wes beautifully 
wrought in white byacynths, rose buds, mignon- 
ettes and violets. Another derign of the arms was 
presented by the ladies of Augusta and bore the 
name of their city just beneath the words “Con- 
stitution,’’ both in blue flewers beautifully worked 
amid the tender white blossoms. 

The hearse stopped at the back of the vault and 
the pall bearers came forward to bear the remains 
out of the solemn carriage to their last resting 
place. Approaching the vault were Right Rev. 
Bishop Beckwitb, Rev. John Jones, Governor Boyn- 
ton, Senato? Colquitt, Senator Brown, Charies C. 
Jones, Henry R. Jackson, Chief Justice Jackgon, 
John B. Gordon, Justice Martin J. Crawford and 
the following gentlemen from Augusta: Joseph 
Myers, John FP. Armstrong, M. A. Stovall, E. RB. 
Schneider, Charles Spaeth. The coffin was borne 
from the hearse by the members of the governor's 
staff, as follows: J. F. Burke, of Atianta;SJ. C. 
Printup, of Rome; Litt C. Jones, of Atlanta; 
Douglass Wikie, of Cartersville; Isaac Russell, of 
Savannah: Gunby Jordan, of Columbus; W. M. 
Snead, of Savannah. 

sishop Beckwith and Rev. Mr. Jones marched in 
front of the pall bearers and as the bishop stepped 
on the walk leading to the vault he began the re- 
cital of the grand burial ceremony of the Episcopal 
church, “I am the resurrection and the life.’’ 
Every hat was raised, and in reverential silence 
bowed the vast multitude as the grand ceremony 
was repeated by the bishop. Last around the cof- 
fin were Mr. John A. Stephens and family, Mr. 
Clarence Stephens, Mr. W. W. Simpson, Colonel 
Avery, Mr. Seidell, Dr. Steiner, Dr. Raines and 
family. 

The vault door wasclosed by the sexton, Mr. W 
B. Bonnell, and the bands repeating the dead 
march, began the departure of the military from 
thescene. The crowds followed, but for an hour 
after there were thousands wandering in the silent 
avenues and coming to bid a last farewell to the 
vault where the precious mortal relic had just been 


lain. A more peaceful scene cannot - be imagined. 
The sun sank as the ceremony came to 
its close. Tite shadows fell, deepening 
the gloom of the general loss, and 


touching with atenderer pathos the hearts of these 
who just then fully realized it. One bright star 
peered out before its time, and sent through all the 
space of its distance a clear light to’ speak of the 
‘‘resurraction and thelife,’’. and then around it 
beamed a coronal of golden light. As the heavy 
veils of darkness fell, the last footfall echoed over 
the stony path and out of the gate, when the bell 
tolled for its close, leaving under the silent stars in 
that triumphant grave a great soul awaiting the 
resurrection.

The Military Pageant. 

THE APPEARANCE OF THE CITIZEN sOLDIERY—W 
WERE HERE AND WHERE THEY CAMB FROM. 
tlauta was full of soldiers yesterday. Never 
since the close of the late war bas there been half so 
many uniforms on the streets as there were yester- 
day. Noteven during the military reunion of three 
vears ago was the display half so fine. On Wednes 
day evening the companies began toarrive, and by 
every train that reached the city between that time 
and noon yesterday the ranks were augmented 
until thirty companies were ia the line 
when the procession was formcd yesterday after- 
noon. Farly yesterday morning the Gate City 
Guard, forty strong, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant William Sparks, attired in their beautiful 
uuiforms and made conspicious by their white 
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shakos, formed in front of their armory 
on Peachtree street, and by fours 
marched to the ecarshed, where they received 
the visiting companies. All during the forenoon 
the Guard marched buck aud forth 
between these twu points, nd each 
time eecorted a visiting company to 


their asylum where arms were stacked, fatigue uni- 
forms put on and refreshments partaken of, 

In their armory the Guard had two long table 
reaching the entire length of the building, and upoa 
these were placed sandwiches, pickes, coffee, tea, 
punches and cigars. As,each company filed into 
the room they stacked arms and then gathered 
around the table where they made themselves free 
with what was before them. Until the armory 
was full of guns there was no 
change in this programme, but when there was no 
more roomfor guns in the Guard's armory, the 
visiting military was taken to James's hall, where 
arms were stacked, after whieh they were escorted 
to the Guard’s armory, where they partook of what 
was before them. From the arrival of the first 
companies until the line of march to the cemetery 
was taken up, the Guard’s armory was al s 
crowded with uniforms. Members of one company 
met and mingled with others, and while all were 
impressed with the solemn mission which 
they were upon; the meeting was a pleasant one, 
and one which will lozg be remembered by those 
who were here. There were no speeches of wel- 
come. The occasion was not one fdr speeches, but 
each visitor was made welcome by the Guard. In 
squads of two and more the companies spread over 
the city. Ia no direc'ion could au eye be turned 
without coming in contact with a bright uniform 
of grey or bine. During the entire day these gentle- 
men in uniforms were on the streets and every 
where they went, whether in ranks or out of ranka, 
they created a favorable impression and won many 
compliments by their soldierly bearing. 

Despite the fact that each company had its quar- 
termaster along, every memoer went foraging. 
They dined all overthecity. Some went to hotels, 
some to restaurants, some to private boarding 
houses, but the majority were made the guests ef 
Atlanta people. In fact, hundreds of residences were 
thrown open,and a uniform,though its Wearer was & 
total stranger, was as welcome as if he were an ac- 
quaintance of years. 

The Savannah Cadets were the guests of Mr. Mar- 
tin Amerous at the Kimball, while Mr. fia, of the 
Markham, entertained the Chatham Artillery and 
the Americus Light Infantry. 

Except the marching from the ¢epot to the 
armory and to the cemetery and the evolutions ia- 
cident thereto, there was but little drilling In fact 
each company seemed to carry with it the idea that 
the occasion was not one upon which to exhibit iu 


those who saw it that it 
how to drill. But there was one de- 
parture. The Savannah military academy sent up 
a delegation composed of detachments of com pa- 
nies Aand B. They were commanded by Captain 
Burgess and werea novelty in military. The mem- 
bers of the company ranged from eight years to 
fifteen years of age. Some were so small that thelr 
guns, though light as tinder, seemed a great bur- 
den to them. They were attired in cadet uniforms 
and foran houror more held a large crowd on 
Whitehall street by their drilling. 
Their evolutions seemed almost faultless 
and by the ardor which each cadet displayed 
they won gulden opinions for themselves. 
SAVANNAH VOLUNTEER GUARDS. 

When the line of march was taken up to the 
cemetery, the Savannah Volunteer Guards’ bat- 
talion were in front. Before this company was 
their brass band and drum corps and the music 
which they furnished indicated that the band was 
worthy to lead one of the oldest military organiza- 
tions in the state. In the ranks there were one hun- 
dred uniforms They were detachments of com- 
panies A, B and C and for the day had been 
divided -into| two companies designated 
No.land No. 2. The battalion was under the 
commind of Lieutenant-Colonel Garrard, and his 
staff officers were Adjutant W, T. Hunter Lieuten- 
antO.H. Lufburrow, Quartermiaster-Sergeant C. 
P. Rosegnol. The first company was commanded 
by Captain Thos. F. Screven, and was composed of 
young men of fine physical appearance. ‘The sec- 
ond company was equally fine-looking, and was 
under command of Lieutenant Jno. Reily, The 
two Companies were uniformed alike and marched 


with great precision. The uniforms were 
grey with red trimming, grey cap, with 
white plume and red tip and white belts. 
They carried with them a flag 
which was presented to them by 


the dead governor. The banner wasa recent pres- 
ent, and was the firstand only flag given to the 
state military under the act of 1880. Governor Ste- 
pnens was an honorary member of the Savannah 
Volunteer Guards, and fhe banner is a precious 
treasure tothecompany. It was draped in heavy 
mourning, and as each soldier passed it he not only 
saluted it, but raised hiscap from his head. This 
battalion had its organization in 1804, avd with it 
yesterday was several veterans who missed not a 
single roll call from ‘60 to ’65. 
CLARKE LIGHT INFANTRY. 

The second company in the line was the Clarke 
Light Infantry, of Augusta, Georgia. This com- 
pany was thirty-three strong, and was Commanded 
by Captain J. O. Clarke. The members were young 
men, and were dressed in a neat unifo-m, made of 
cadet grey, with buff trimmings. Their belts were 
black, and their caps grey, with blue plumes. 

CLINCH RIFLES, 

Close behind the Clarke Light Infantry came the 
Clinch Rifles, of Augusta. This is an old 
military Organization, but the members of 
the cum pany were youthful looking, 
They wore a beautiful u:iform. waich was univer 
ally admired asthe company marched. The uni- 
form was madeof a handsome cloth, of a bottle- 
green color. The cap was of the same color, with a 
black plume. The company was forty-five strong, 
and was under Command of Captain Bean. Along 
with the Clinch riflesand in ranks with them was 
asmall delegation of cadets from the Richmond 
military academy of Augusta. 

COLUMBUS SOLDIERS, 

Columbus was represented by two companies 
and both of them were handsomely uniformed. 
In fact the two companies were declared to be the 
most elegantly attired in the line march. The 
City Light Guards came directly behind the 
Clinch Rifles. There were twenty-eight men, rank 
and file, and Captain J. W. Woolfolk was in eom- 
rmaand. Their uniform was a navy blue tiimmed 
in buff. The coats were double 
with two rows of state buttons, 

hats of the same_ color. 
ead probably the most admired uniform in the 
line wasithat worn by the other Columbus com- 
pany. The Columbus Guard was the name of the 
company.

THE GRIFFIN COMPANY.

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The First Regiment Georgia; Volunteers was the 
largest military organization in the city. It was 
nearly two hundred strong. and wis composed of 
five companies Lieutenant-Colonel Reily was in 
command of the regiment, and his staff was com- 
posed of Adjutant.

In the line of march the 
five ‘companies were assicued position as 
length of service gave it tothem. The first com- 
pany was dressed ina neat blue uniform with white 
trimmirvgs and was twenty-eight men strong.

Their 
uniforms were gray with green trimmings. 

Close up behind the Greens in the iine of march 
yesterday—but never behind in the line of battle— 
was the Oglethorpe Light Infantry. It was twenty- 
five strong, and was commanded by Lieutenant 
Landershine. Their uniform was gray with buff 
trimmings,and with them was a flag, at which 
many ashot has been fired. Thecompany, tike all 
others of its regiment, is made up of young and old 
members. Side by side walk men who have fought 
a hbalf-hundred stubborn battles, and men who 
have never smelt powder except from a shotgun at 
target practice. 

The German Volunteers marched in the rear of 
the Oglethorpes. It was thirty-eight strong, and 


was under the command of Lieuten- 
ant Kuck.

Last in the First Georgia was the Savanneh Cadets, 
Lieutenant Mell commanding.

W ASHINGTON’S GIFT. 

The oldest military organization in the south and 
the oldest artillery company in the United States, 
followed the Gate City Guards. There was only a 
detachment ofthe Chatham Artillery, but they 
made arfelegant appearance They were twenty- 
four stroag, commanded by Lieutenant R. F. Har- 
mon. They had with themtwo guns which were 
drawn by fourmules each and two caissons; The 
guns themselves are a piece of history. They were 
presented to the Chatham Artillery 
by General Washington and have since 
been the property of that company, which has had 
a continuous orgauiza‘ion since 1785. The guns 
were captured by General Washing’oa at Yorktown, 
and upon’one is engraved ‘‘surrendered by the Ca- 
pitulation of Yorktown, Oct. 19, 1791.”" As the 
heavy carriages upon which these historic guns 
were riding rumbled along the spectator’s mind 


went back to the dark days at Vailey Forge. On 
the carriages were seated the meu. They were 
dressed in a tasty, handsome uniform. 


There was the veteran, whose empty sleeve and 
erutch tuld of the battle-field and the beardle-s 
youth whose harde*t toil was his drilling school. 
Wherever nilitary organizationsare known there ts 
the Chatham Artillery spoken of. Their uniform 
was blue pants with stripe, grey coat trimmed with 
red, and hat with red feather. 
THE MOUNTED MEN. 

Probably Atlanta has not seen a cavalry company 
since the war, except the United States troops.until 
yesterday, and when the Georgia Hussars, booted 
and spurred, went dashing by, the bloody days of 
65"' were recalled. The company followed the 
Chatham Artillery. It was thirty-five strong and 
was commanded by Lieutenant J. H. Johnson 
The men were Well mounted, some on their own 
horses, which they brought with them, and some 
on Atlanta steeds. Their uniform was a blue, with 
silver bullet buttons and a profusion of silver lace. 
They wore regulation boots, and from the boot 
heels the rowel protruded. Their swords and pis- 
toils were by their side. The company presented a 
striking appearance. Its first organization was in 
1785. 


THE COLORED TROOPS. 
There were eleven colored military companies in 
Atlanta yesterday, and each one of these companies 
won friends by their bearing. As they fol 
lowed the procession yesterday. After the Georgia 
Huzzars went by a colored drum corps came along 
Then came the Georgia Cadets,Captain Bently com- 
manding. This company was thirty strong, and 
made agood appearancein their blue uniforms, 
Next came the Douglass Light Infantry, of 
Augusta. it was commanded by Captain 


Cummings and was toirty-six strong. The Atlanta 
Light Infantry came next. It was twenty-two
